Harry Hopkins — remember the roving ambassador? — is 
quoted as having said, ‘‘People are too damned dumb to 
understand.'’’ Some folks act as though that is their motto 
also. It isn’t ours. We have faith in people! We know the 
will decide correctly, given all the facts, all the TRU 
facts. 


For example, remember the notice of the so-called ‘‘An- 
dover Committee for Self Government’’ in the January 3lst 
issue of the ‘‘Townsman’’?

Of course 
not! The people of Andover, in true wisdom, let their ad- 
ministrative set-up grow as the Town grew, changing it as 
change was needed, and we know that these people will 
continue to demand progress. 


The Constitution of the United States has been amended 
many times. The Hoover Commission recommended drastic 
changes in the Federal Administration to consolidate de- 
partments, remove duplication, eliminate clashing inter- 
ests, delegate definite responsibility, all to reduce the 
costs 8f government and save tax dollars. You can’t have 
progress without change! Democracy was born in the blood 
of change!

‘‘5olite, generous and capable’ they may be, can make a 
scattered, sprawling organization, such as this, wo rk 


either efficiently or effectively. 


Now look at the photograph published in the same issue 
of the ‘‘Townsman’’. See who the opposition group is. Why 
shouldn't they be opposed? Most of them hold offices which, 
in the interests of better administration, would no longer 
be elective under the proposed charter and they don't like 
that! Perhaps you ana we wouldn't like it either were we 
in their position. However, we aren't and we can act for 
the welfare of Andover without worrying about ourselves, 
Lets vote for the Selectmen-Manager charter!!!

| England Milk Producers Associa-
